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IMPORTANT SAFETY NOTES 

Prior to handling of your C2-52 the following safety procedures 
must be followed. Place the safety in the upward position so 
that the red dot is covered by the safety lever. To remove the 
magazine, depress the magazine release lever and withdraw 
the magazine from the hand grip. Gripping the slide by the 
serrations, pull all the way to the rear and visually check to be 
certain no cartridges are present in the chamber or in the maga- 
zine well. Guide the slide to it’s closed position. Once you are 
certain the pistol is unloaded You may proceed to disassem- 
bly. It is not recommended to allow the slide to slam closed on 
an empty chamber as damage to the roller bearing may occur. 
Always exercise extreme care and proper safety procedures 
when handing anyfirearm. If you are in doubt, enroll in a hunter 
safety course, pistol safety course, or call your nearest fire- 
arms dealer to find the location of a NRA Certified Instructor, 

If the firearm is new, it is critical that you clean the entire fire- 
arm of preservative oils before shooting. The 7.62 X 25 mm 
cartridge is a very high velocity cartridge. Ali preservative oi! 
must be removed from the bore and bolt face priorto shooting. 
While it is not necessary to totally disassemble the new fire- 
arm, a thorough field stripping and cleaning must be performed 
Always wear safety shooting glasses, hearing protection, and 
be aware of your target and beyond. The CZ-52 roller action 
cartridge is loaded to much higher (hot ioad) velocity and dif- 
fers from the blow back design of the Tokarev pistol’s 7.62 X 
25 cartridge. It is not recommended to use cartridges manu- 
factured for the Tokarev Pistols. While the cartridge is based 
upon similar design as the Tokarev it is not suitable for use in 
CZ-52 Typically most “commercially” available 7.62 X 25 am- 
munition is loaded to light to reliably function the CZ-52 roller 
action. 
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OPERATION 

The CZ-52 has a three position safety. In the lower position 
the pistol is ready to fire. When the safety is pushed to the 
upper or three o’clock position the pistol is on safe and the 
pistil will not fire. Pushing the safety to the upper most 2 o’clock 
position and the hammer will decock blocking the firing pin 
and returning the hammer to it’s fallen position without firing 
the cartridge. Then return to it’s 3 o’clock (safe) position. 

With the pistol empty of cartridges and the magazine removed, 
safety on, Grasp the slide by the serrations and pull the slide 
completely to the rear. Guide the slide to it's forward closed 
position. With the pistol on safe, (upper 3 o’clock position) and 
with the pistol pointed in a safe direction, test function by 
squeezing the trigger, the hammer should not fall. Now push 
up fuliy on the safety lever to it s 2 o’clock position and the 
hammer should fall without striking the firing pin. Recock the 
hammer, with the safety in the 3 o’clock position (safety on red 
dot covered) squeeze the trigger. The hammer should not fall. 
Recock the hammer, move the safety to it’s lowest 5 o'clock 
position (fire position, red dot showing) squeeze the trigger 
and the hammer should fall, impacting the firing pin. Now in- 
sert an empty magazine and draw the slide to the rear, allow 
the slide to slowly move forward, the slide hold open catch 
should engage the slide cut and hold the slide open. Remov- 
ing the magazine and drawing the siide slightly rearward and 
guiding the slide forward, allow the slide to close. With the 
safety /function test complete you can move on to the opera- 
tion shooting of the CZ-52. 

To fire the CZ-52 

Load the magazine by depressing the cartridges onto the front 
of the follower and slide under the feed lips and release, re- 
peat until 8 cartridges are loaded into the magazine.

With the slide forward, the hammer down and the safety en- 
gaged in the 3 o'clock position (red dot covered). Insert the 
loaded magazine into the magazine well until the magazine 
catch engages. 

Grasp the slide serrations and draw the slide to it’s rear most 
position and release. The recoil spring will drive the slide for- 
ward striping a cartridge from the magazine and chambering 
the cartridge. 

To verify a cartridge is present in the chamber visually exam- 
ine the extractor to see that it protrudes slightly from the slide. 

Pointing the pistol in a safe direction and with your finger off 
the trigger, push the safety to the lower 5 o’clock position (red 
dot exposed) to disengage the safety. The pistol is now ready 
to fire by depressing the trigger. 

When all cartridges are fired the slide will be held open by the 
slide stop lever. 

To close the slide remove the magazine. Check to be sure no 
cartridges are present in the chamber or in the magazine well. 
Grasp the serrations on the slide and draw rearward, the slide 
stop lever will disengage from the cut in the slide and be re- 
leased, guide the slide closed. 
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UNLOADING PROCEDURES 

To unload the CZ-52 with a live cartridge in the chamber. 
Place the safety on in the 3 o’clock position (red do covered). 

Remove the magazine. 

Grasp the slide by the serrations and draw to the rear most 
position and the live cartridge should be ejected. Visually in- 
spect the chamber and magazine well to be sure no cartridges 
are present. 

To hold the slide open, draw the siide to the rear most posi- 
tion, manually press the slide hold open catch upward and 
allow the slide to move forward slowly, the slide hold open 
catch will engage the cut in the slide and hold the slide open. 

To release the slide hold open, grasp the serrated cuts in the 
slide and draw to the rear slightly, guide the slide to it’s dosed 
position smoothly. 

Push the safety upward to it’s decocking 2 o’clock position 
and the hammer will fall, release the safety and it will return to 
the safe, 3 o’clock position (red dot covered).

Sight alignment is essential for accuracy because of the short 
sight radius of the CZ-52.

To hold you breathe properly the firer takes a breath, lets it 
out, then inhales normally, lets a little out until comfortable, 
hold and then fire. 
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ISOMETRIC TENSION 

The firer raises his arms to a firing position and applies iso- 
metric tension. This is commonly known as the push-pull 
method for maintaining weapon stability. Isometric tension is 
when the firer applies forward pressure with the firing hand a 
pulls rearward with the nonfiring hand with equal force, but 
never so much force as to cause the firers hand to tremble. 
This steadies the weapon and reduce barrel rise for recoil. 
The supporting arm is bent with the elbow pulled downward. 
The firing arm is fully extended with the elbow and wrist locked. 
The firer must experiment to find the right amount of isometric 
tension to apply.

To remove the magazine, 
place your thumb against the 
magazine release lever and 
your forefinger on the maga- 
zine forward floor plate.

Clean and inspect all parts. The magazine spring length should 
be 7.5 inches Spring coils should be uniformly spaced and 
not kinked throughout. Inspect the magazine floor plate for 
cracks and dents. Inspect the magazine body for cracks, dents 
and for bent or warn feed lips. Inspect the follower for cracks 
and bent areas. The follower and spring should slide freely 
inside of the magazine body. Replace if defects are found Oil 
all parts lightly and reassemble. Set aside maqazine assem- 
bly.

Field stripping is very easy to 
perform on the CZ-52’s. Be- 
gin by grasping the pistol in 
your left hand as shown. 
Grasp the take down latch with 
your right hand and pull down. 
During reassembly it is not 
needed to pull down on the 
take down latch, simply press 
the slide onto the frame/re- 
cetver. 



If you have a warn orwell used 
or very dirty pistol it may be 
necessary to draw the slide 
slightly to the rear to disen- 
gage the siide cuts from the 
take down latch lugs. Lift the 
rear of the slide up and off of 
the frame/receiver. Place the 
frame/receiver aside. 




Using a 3/16 inch diameter 
screwdriver or the bore rod 
from the tool kit. insert screw- 
driver into the hole in the roller 
cam and apply pressure 
against the recoil spring until 
the roller cam and barrel is 
about 1 inch forward and the 
cuts in the slide are alined with 
the lugs in the roller cam. Be- 
gin to applying upward pressure until the barrel assembly is 
cleared of the slide. Slowly release the slide to the rear until 
the recoil spring is relaxed. 







Withdraw the barrei assembly 
up and out of the slide. Set the 
slide aside. Remove the recoil 
spring from the barrel. Mea- 
sure recoil spring, It must be 
5 3/4 inches long. Spring coils 
should be uniformly spaced 
and not kinked throughout.

After a thorough cleaning using “toothbrush’ “paint brush” and 
gun cleaning fluid. Oil during reassembly paying special atten- 
tion to thoroughly lubricated roller cam, roller locks, and barrel 
cuts for the roller locks, Reassemble in reverse order of disas- 
semble. After reassembly wipe dry using a soft cotton doth. 
Do not store any parkerized pistol or magazine in a holster for 
long periods of time, they attract moisture and cause corro- 
sion.

Using a small punch or screwdriver, move the roller locks (2 
pcs) toward the center of the barrel, out of the slots in the 
barrel, and lift out. 

PAY CLOSE ATTENTION TO THE ROLLER ASSEMBLY 
Clean and inspect thoroughly, the barrel, roller locks (2pcs) 
and roller cam. Check for burs, chips, cracks, deformations. 
Pay special attention to the roller locks (2 pcs) and the slot 
they ride in on the barrel. A high grade of 40 weight oil (Dura- 
lube) is recommended on the roller locks, roller cam, and bar- 
rel slots they ride in. In extreme cold weather conditions, a 
light gun oil may be substituted. Keep this assembly clean and 
dirt free to extend the life and reliability of your CZ-52, Reas- 
semble the barrel assembly, oil and set aside.

Holding the slide inverted, us- 
ing a small screwdriver, de- 
press the firing pin retractor 
lock and the firing pin should 
drop out of the slide. If due to 
dirt or a broken, bent or burred 
firing pin/firing pin retractor 
lock, the firing pin does not fall 
out, use a small prick punch 
or small diameterwire to push 
the firing pin out of the slide 
through the bolt face hole.

retractor lock should move freely in the slide. Clean firing pin 
hole in slide thoroughly, firing pin extractor lock and spring.

When rein- 
stalling the firing pin retractor 
lock spring, ensure that the 
belled end is inserted into the 
firing pin retractor lock firmly. 

Pay special attention to burs, 
cracks, deformations, remove 
if present with a small jewel- 
ers file or abrasive stone.

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Drive the extractor pin from 
the bottom of the slide until the 
extractor can be lifted from the 
slide. It is not necessary to 
remove the extractor pin and 
is not recommended due to 
difficulty in restarting pin in the 
slide hole.

Using tweezers remove the extractor spring. Spring length must 
be .187 (3/16 inch). 

Clean and inspect all parts paying special attention to the slide 
roller cam half moon cuts in 
the siide, the extractor claw, 
firing pin retainer lock and the 
tiring pin for straightness. If 
cracks, burs or deformation is 
found repair/replace parts. Oil 
lightly, reassemble slide as- 
sembly with barrel assembly 
and set aside.

It is not recommended to disassemble the frame/receiver unless 
you have a new grease coated pistol, an extremely dirty pistol, 
parts breakage or malfunction is experienced. Ail though the CZ-

semble and reassemble. The tools needed, a small drift punch, 
hammer, flat blade screwdriver, needle nose pliers or tweezers.
